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HANDLING VICIOUS HORSES. 





Detroit has recently been visited by ** Pro- 
fessor’ Gleason, who makes a business of 
taming and traning and breaking vicious 
horses so as to make them manageable. His 
method is the one used by Karey and other 
*‘horse tamers,’? and has been known to 
the profession for centuries. Prof. Gleason, 
however, having good nerves, splendid 
physical powers and a strong will, is more 

an usuelly successful in putting the sys- 
tem into practice, and impressed his audi- 
enees with the success which attended him 
im subduing several vicious and intractable 
animals. To make the cure complete, how- 
ever, we think it would be necessary to go 
through the operation a number of times. 
Im the last issue of the American Cultivator 
Mr. E. B. Buxton, of Orono, Maive, gives 
some suggestions on this subject which our 
readers may find of practical use if they are 
ever 80 unlucky as to have a vicious horse. 
Here is what he recommends: 

** Viciousness, iu nearly all cases, when 

shown by horses, results froma desire for 
revenge or defence. Ifa person once gets 
the good will of a vicious horse, it will be 
found that the animal will be very carefu) 
not to hurt him, and will sometime risk 
life and limb to save him. Last fall I 
traded for a very fine mare, seven years old, 
sound, very fine action, and said to be by 
Ledo, out of a Morgan mare. She cost me 
about $60, and was the worst kicker 1 ever 
saw. She would bite and strike and go over 
backwards, and [ could not put my hand on 
her withers, or apywhere behind them, but 
she would squeal and kick. She is now as 
kind as any horse and will call for me when- 
ever she sees or .ears me. 1 can drive her 
in anything. My brother is now using her 
by the side of another, yarding logs. She 
is as true as steel and plays no tricks. 

** The rig I used on her consisted of a 5¢_ 
inch, or in sailor parlance, a 24-inch line, 
made fast to her under jaw (persuader 
fashion), passed back between the forward 
legs and fastened to a small pulley that 
would carry the same sized line. I then 
passed the other line back through the block 
to fetters on each hind foot. She tried to 
kick but once, and then the recoil was so 
great that she did net get square on her legs 
until she had backed abcut thirty feet. The 
fetters should be covered with sheepskin to 
prevent chafing. After a day or two they 
can be moved up above the hocks. A horse 
car travel and work quite well in this rig. 

** Balky horses are genera/ly in a nervous 
fit, and in many, if not all, cases cannot 
move until the spell is broken. Sometimes 
a line above each knee, pulled forward al- 
ternately. will eause the horse to start for- 

gard. Another method is to press forward 
and down with the thumb nail between the 
oy This strikes a very sensitive spot and 

ill often start a very balky horse. A 
method which I never knew to fail is the 
following: Take a chain, pass it around 
the body back of the withers, and make the 

two ends fast. Run a stout stick through 
the chain on the near side, about midway, 
and begin to twist. Do not be afraid, for 
there is no danger of injuring the horse, 
Have a loop un eitherend of the stick, and 
when the horse begins to get pretty nervous 
hang one of the loops over the top of the 
hame, and ask him to start. If he does not 
start, take another half-turn, and so con 
tinue, making it a little tighter every time 
he refuses to go. When he does start, let 
the twister fly out and be careful not to let 
him gv too far.’’

I maintain that she is the foundation of all 
his success and prosperity in breeding that 
class of phenomenal youngsters that have 
already placed him in the front rank of 
New KEogland breeders. Gretchen is the 
dam of Nelson, three-year-old of 
2:26, five-year-old record of 2:2127: Susie | 
Owen 2:26; Knox Girl, trial 2:28'%, and the 
younger members of her great family are of 
equal promise. Knox Girl, also the 
Aubine, a very fast filly, record 2:27, 
showing that the family breed on. Gretchen 
is by Gideon, one of the best sons of Ham- 
bletonian, who is also the sire of that other 
great brood mare, Skip, dam of indepen- 
dence, and Mr. Drake’s fast stallion G!enarm.

Change of Rules. 

At the recent meeting of the National 
Trotting Association, the committee on re- 
vision of the rules reported the following 
changes in the rules, which were adopted: 


‘* Rule 6, Sec. 3, was amended so that the 
pedigree of apy horse entered in the raee 
must be given or declared to be unknown, 
as well as the description, otherwise the 
animal shall not be allowed to start. Sec. 
4 of same rule allows change of name fora 
horse that has been entered but has not 
started in arace. This change also applies 
to Sec. 7 of the same rule. 

‘Rule 7, Sec. 1, was amended so that 
false entries shall be ruled out, instead of 
leaving it optional with the track. 

“Rule 9, governing ‘walk-overs,’ was 
amended to read that added money in stakes 
shall not be considered as part of the stake. 

Rule 11, governing match races, was ex- 
tended, so that parties who refuse to abide 
by the rulings of the judges or the Board of 
Review shall be disqualified with horses. 

** Rule 16, See. 1, is amended so that pro- 
tests may be made at any time before the 
winnings are paid over. 

Rule 20, Sec. 2, is amended so that horses 
shall not be distanced, but shall be ruled 
out, where the cause is foul driving or fraud 
on the part of the driver. 

‘Rule 28 is so altered that tracks may 
require drivers or riders to wear such colors 
or numbers as they may provide to desig- 
nate each horse. Sec. 7 of the same rule 
was changed so that a substitute driver shall 
be paid not less than ten nor more thaa fifty 
per cent of the money awarded to the horse. 

Rule 33, Sec. 5. was enlarged to allow 
judges to permit horses other than those 
called for in a race to remain on the track. 

** Rule 41, See. 2, covering suppression of 
time, was extended to declare that time not 
given out by any track, whether a member 
of the Association or otherwise, shall be 
considered as suppressed. 

** Rule 54 was amended to the effect that 
races for three-year-olds and under shall be 
mile heats, best two in three. 

‘Rule 61, governing horses sold with 
their engagements, is amended so that all 
responsibility for such engagements, de- 
volves upon the buyer.”’

I merely wish to draw 
attention to the subject, which is at the 
present time of some importance, on «c- 
count of thearguments used in favor of en- 
silage. All the evidence up to the present 
time points toa considerable loss of food 
materials during fermentation, and at the 
same time there is no proof that food is 
formed in the silo from substances which 
are not food.’’ 








Clover for Swine. 





A. E. Morse made an address before the 
Kansas State Board of Agriculturein Jan- 
uary, in which he detailed his experience in 
making pork on clover: 

My business is breeding thoroughbred 
stock. Hogs and cattle, such as are fed for 
slaughter, are the culls left from the sale of 
breeding stock, but always above the aver- 
age, and of such quality as to command top 
prices. 

My method jn the production of hogs has 
been to get as much as possible out of the 
clover fields, giving at all times a light feed 
of bran and shorts in slop twice a day, and 
as the pasture dried up in the fall to add to 
the bran a shorts ration and fill in with 
corn, increasing the corn ration as cold 
weather comes on. During the heat of sum- 
mer an abundance of pure water is furnish- 
ed, and salt is given as regularly as to cat- 
tle. 

This manner of feeding has brought ad- 
mirable results in rapid growthand superior 
qualitity of product, making pigs of 200 
pounds weight at six months; 300 pounds at 
nine months; 350 to 400 at one year, and 
going to 500 pounds and 660 pounds as they 
near two years of age; while the pigs slaugh- 
tered for home use have given the best evi- 
dence that the quality of the product was 
prime. 

During the just past season, by reason of 
short crops and close times, I have depended 
upon the clover more than ever before, cutting 
the daily ration of bran and shorts to not 
more than one and one-half pounds to a 
hog, and only using corn to finish off with, 
excepting light feeding of sweet corn in 
September. These has been something lost 
on the weights, but on the whole, results 
have been gratifying. 

Among the hogs fed Jast season were 
three pigs left from a March litter. All were 
fed in the way indicated. One of these pigs 
was slaughtered in December, when nine 
moths old, and dressed out when cooled, 
210 pounds, It was cut through the neck, 
heart and loins to show sections, as was 
done by Prof. Henry in his experiment, and 
a close comparison made with the cuts sent 
out to illustrate his protein-fed pig. The

that this pig was of the kind from which 
fancy hams and breakfast bacon could be 
made. 

The live weight could not have been less 
than 250 pounds; his market value $11 50; 
he had consumed not to exceed six bushels 
of corn, at 30 cents, and 400 pounds of bran 
and shorts at $10 per ton, making a cost of 
$3 80 for feed, leaving a balance of $8 70 to 
cover value of care, clover, house slop and 
milk, and for profit. Ithink it must be ad- 
mitted that a good per cent of this margin, 
as well as the excellent quality of the pro- 
duct, must go to the credit of clover. 

1 wish to add that comparisons of this 
kind made with hogs similarly fed at differ- 
ent times during the last five years, have re- 
vealed uniformly the same desirable condi- 
tion even when made with much older 
and heavier hogs.

‘*We bought a dozen year-old hens of the 

Plymouth Rock breed, but doubtful pedi- 

gree, and ten pullets of most und: ubted 

pedigree (as mixed alot as one ever sees 

on any farm), and the flock to-day is com- 

posed of their descendants, got by adding a 
good cock of Brown Leghorn blood one 
year, a Plymouth Kock cock the next, and 

so on alternately. It will be conceded that 
we have no fancy birds. There isn’t a pure 
blooded fowl in the flock. The Plymouth 
Rock blood preponderats; the Brown Leg- 
horn blood shows itself in many of the pul- 
lets, and ‘sports’ of various sorts and sizes 
are common.’’ The price at which eggs were 
sold ranged from 15 and 16 cents in April 
and May to 38 and 40 cents in November, 
the average tor the year being between 25 
and 26 cents. This high average price is 
due to the goodly number of eggs produced 
in the fall and winter when they are scarce 
and high. It is true that pullets that lay 
vigorously all winter won’t increase their 
product so much in the spring as birds that 
have rested through the winter, but the 
average for the year is the test of profit.
